The Bidding. 


At auction, South started the 
bidding with one diamond and at 
most tables one diamond was tho 
final contract : 

At contract, South would | bid 
one diamond, East would pass. 
South would now .be justified in 
bidding either three no trump or 
three spades, In either case North 
would go back to diamonds and 
South would carry the contract 
to six dinmonds, - . 

The Play. - 

When the Hand was_ played, 
West opened his fourth best 
spade, which East won with the 
ace. East returued’ a trump, 
Which the deelarer won with the 
ace, ‘ % 
Declarer took three rounds of 
diamonds to pick up West's 
trump. East echoed jin clubs, 
dropping the seven and the four. 
This practically marked the king 
of clubs for the declarer. : 

Declarer'’s next play was to 
cash his king of spades, and here 
is where declarer must be careful 
~-he must not discard a heart 


from dummy, but should discard a° 


club, 

He then led the jack of spades 
and when West covered with the 
queen, it was trumped in dummy 
with the six of diamonds. And 
here is where the declarer must 
make the play knowh ‘as the 
Vienna coup, He must lead his 
ace of clubs from dummy, de- 
liberately establishing east’s 
king = Now-a-small heart should 
be returned from dummy and won 
by the declarer with the ace. The 
good spade is cashed and a club 
discarded from dummy, The two

and a heart, j 

Dummy is down to the kingg and 
seven of hearts, East drops one 
heart, but on the last diamond he 
is squeezed. [f he drops his king 
of clubs, the declarer’s queen will 
be good, while if he plays the 
Jack of hearts, the declarer will 
lend the ten of hearts, win it in 
dummy with the king, thereby 
catching East's queen, and the 
seven of hearts will win’ the last 
trick. 

You will notice that if West 
had held any heart higher than

ADJUSTING -TRADE 
DISPUTES 


It would be a thousand pities if, 
at # moment-when there are wel- 
come signs of a betterment of 
trade conditions at Home, there 
should be a renewal of industrial 
unrest. At the moment, the Lan- 
cashire cotton industry is facing 
a problem, in view of the threa- 
tened Saturday. 
Happily, however, ‘influences are 
at work which, it is hoped, will 


stoppage on 


avert such an unwelcome develop- 
ment. It is interesting, in’ this 
vonnexion, to note that the T.U.C. 
Cc, General Council has for some 
time had under consideration a 
draft scheme which visualises the: 
appointment of special Concilia- 
tion Officers to deal, through Area 
Raurds of Conciliation, with all 
disputes .over wages fand work- 
ing conditions. , This scheme, 
which represents a new departure 
in the regulation of relations be- 
tween workers and employers, 
proposes the establishment of 
statutory machinery for the pro- 
motion of collective agreements. 
Looking closely into the scheme, 
it is to be noted that the proposed 
machinery is intended to be used 
in industries and oceupations 
where no regular machinery for 
collective bargaining exists, and 
where existing ‘machinery has 
broken down, [ft is proposed that 
the Ministry of Labour should ap- 
point a permanent Conciliation 
Officer in- cach and. that 
cither party toa dispute over wages 
and conditions, where: no agree- 
ment has been reached, can ask 
the Conciliation Officer tu ap- 
point a Board of Conciliation. 
The Conciliation Officer shall then 
appoint a Board, consisting of 
himself as Chairman, and.two as- 
sessors, within a specified time, 
provided that the application 
comes, in the case of the workers, 
from a bona fide trade union. 
Either side to the dispute shall 
have the right to select an asses- 
sor. Tho Board shall have the right 
to enforce the attendance of wit- 
nesses. Counsel or solicitors 
shall not be entitled to appoar ox- 
eopt with the consent of both 
aldos, the Board to have tho right, 
in any case, to voto such consont, 
It shall bo the duty of tho Board 
to promote a ‘collective agreement, 
tailing which: {t shall Sgauo.n.re- 


area,

| hitherto failed to respond to the 


claims of trade unionism. The 
memorandum’ takes note of ob- 
jections to compulsory arbitra- 
tion, und declares. that any pro- 
posals which ran counter to this 
principle would rightly meet with 
the strongest opposition from em- 
ployers and employed alike. 


The Manchurian Problem. 


Many observers of the Man- 
churian situation at the time of 
the Japanese seizure of its strate- 
gic tpoints and government felt 
that there must exist some form 
of agreement between Japan and 
Russia. Russian interests -in 
Manchuria seemed too great for 
Moscow to look with entire indif- 
ference on the extension of Japan- 
ese authority. Notwithstanding. 
her interests, Russia did overlook 
tic Japanece aggressions. The 
government mouthpiece, Izveatia, 
occasionally warned Japan 
against entrenching upon Russian 
interests, but nothing came 
directly fromm the Russian Foreign 
Office in the way of protest or 
even comment. White, Russians 
explain this on the theory that 
any military effort to check Japan 
would mean sending great num- 
bers of troops to the Manchurian 
end of the Siberian Railway, and 
the Soviet. Government is not 
strong enough at home to ‘isk 
depleting its military. forces 
nround Moscow and Leningrad. 
This always seemed doubtful, as 
whatever there is of organised op- 
position to the Soviet Government 
is outside Russia rather’ than 


within. ‘The latter fact is becom-|- 


ing more apparent and muy very 
seriously complicate the Far East- 
ern situation. Northern Man- 
churia and the adjacent provinces 
are full of White, Russians. 
These exiles have been organizing 
White armies for the purpose of 
taking advantage of unsettled con- 


ditions, and perhaps of entering 


Siberia to start a revolt against 
Soviet authority. This is one par- 
ticularly explosive prospect that 
mijght create a tremendous catas- 
trophe. ‘The Sovict Government 
is intent upon its five-year plan. 
It obviously stands ready to sacri- 
fice almost anything to it. It 
jsives Japan a free hand. But at 
the . slightest suggestion of a 
White Army all Russia will rise.

WORLD URGED 


‘Mexican Proposes New 
International Law 


Mexico City July 27. 

As the foundation for interna- 
tional solidarity. and peace, Senor 
Enrique Munguia, member of the 
Mexienn section of the Amorican- 
Mexican Claims Commission, who 
apoke to the Seminar here in be- 
half of Senor. Manunl  Tellez, 
Mexican Secretary \ of Foreign 
Affairs, udvocnted ‘estublishmont 
of International institutions and 
suppression of certain existing 
elements mitigating against the 
world's security. 

While there Is w tendency to- 
ward a crystallization ‘of some in- 
ternational ideals, he said, this 
movement is possibly being 
nullified in “cttrrent menaces of 
international self-interests, name- 
ly, the irrational exaltation of 
nationality and its corollaries; 
the unwarranted conception of 
diplomatic Protection and tho 
frenzy of aggrandizement — ex- 
hibited by a persistence to ac- 
quire exclusive zones or even 
continents of influence.” 

These, Senor Tellez said, “must, 
equally, be repudiated in, full by 
actually rewriting international 
Inw from the larger and more per- 
manent viewpoint of an organized, 
interdependent world with an ef- 
fective quality of — rights and 
obligations. 


WORLD ECONOMIC COUNCIL. 


“A world economi¢ council; an 
international management of  ex- 
change and currency stabilization 
hoard; a bank for international 
Joans or credits to national econ- 
omy; universal compulsory arbi- 
tration for all questions involving 
national honour; a world court for 
international claims based on al- 
lexed state: delinquencies; — the 
effectiveness of an open door 
policy; general disarmament; the 
freedom of the seas and interna. 
tionalization of straits, canals and 
other strategic — points; — the 
economic distribution of popula- 
tions; a rationalization of inter- 
national industry and trade; 
freedom of commerce and quit 
able immigration regulations, all 
of these, and other analogous 
questions should be, i a not too 
remote period of time, at least, 
tentatively studied by experts 
with the end in view of their 
practicality for final international 
adoption.” 

“While he secs serious impedi- 
ments blocking the road to the 
ultimate yoal of international 
“co-organic solidarity,” the — sug- 
gestions ‘that’ he-made, Senor 
Munguia pointed out, “do not flow 
from a mere vague and unsatis- 
factory ‘idealism-of-the-chair,” as 
each one when subjected to 
methodical dissection will, in the 
future, “under one form or ane 
other, bring, about the establish- 
ment of the foundations of solid- 
arity and peace. . 

To concluding, Senor Munguia 
sald, “Allow me to state that 
Mexico would, within its means, 
and as a state situated at an 
aquidistance from the two poles 
of. the American continent, colla- 
borate with this ideal of co-organic 
solidari ‘amd further indicated 
the ‘ne 3 of harmonious 
co-operation with other world 
nations by quoting from a speech 
del doooby President Ortiz 
Rubio in 19351 in-whieh the Iatter 
said: 

-“Pan-Americanism will become 
a reality when-all peoples and 
governments in America shall not 
interfere in the domestie life and 
in the foreign intercourse of na- 
tions, and, with the consequent 
lofty purpose, that such union 
shall not cut off America from the 
world, nor set her against Europe.”

General Ma leaped into world 
headlines last winter When, as com- 
mander of Chinese forces ulong the 
Nonni River, he resisted Japan's 
advance on Tsitsihar and caused 
the Japanese Army heavy losses be- 
fore his troops were defeated and 
fled in disorder to Hailun. Subse- 
quently he joined’ the Manchukuo 
regime ay Minister of War, after, he 
had been paid 3,000,000 yen by the 
Japanese as the price of his “vo- 
operition,” it ix said, 


Japanese Out in Reckonings, 


During the Nonni = campaign, 
while still fighting Japan, according 
to foreign sources in Harbin, Gen- 
ern) Ma was given $12,000,000 in 
silver from Chinese military funds 
on deposit in banks in that city. He 
thus had ample funds, apparently, 
and the Japanese were sure he 
would prove a loyal public servant 
of Manchukuo as he would be above 
bribery. That they reckoned without 
knowing the astuteness of the gen- 
eral now is apparent, 


The story of General Ma's revolt, 
as officially released in Changehun, 
reveals that he left Tsitsihar; where 
he was on gn inspection trip, after 
participating in the ceremonies uf 
installation of | the Manchukuo 
Government, at 2:30 o’¢lock the 
morning of April 3, escorted by his 
personal bodyguard, The departur:

He left Tsit- 
sihar before dawn, he said, because 
the roads were frozen at night and 
made travel easy for his carts, 


The messenger returned to Tsi- 
tsihar and reported, but the Japan- 
ese commiunder was not satisfied 
end sent a second Messenger, who 
was told that the War Minister had 
proceeded to Heiho, or the Manchtu- 
Sovict border, to pacify troops 
there. That proved correet and 
when the Ieiho garrison was paci- 
fied, General Ma appeared in revolt 
against “Japanese military rule” 
under the banners of Marshal 
Chang Hsiao-liang, the Manchurian 
ruler who was ousted lust Septem- 
ber by the Jsupanese, 


Ma in Mongolia. 


* At the same time.u cireulur tele- 
gram from. General Ma to the 
Chinese delegation in Geneva was 
published denouncing Japan and 
assuring the world of General Ma's 
patriotism and his intention to fight 
the Japanese. The’ telegram ap- 
parently was dispatched from 
Blagoviestchensk on the Soviel side 
of the border and thig fact eaused 
Japan at first to denounce the mea- 
sage as Soviet proprganda. Tt is 
now revealed,. however, that the 
Message was genuine. 


’ After gathering troops and muni- 
tions at Heiho General. Ma ad- 
vanced south, occupying the Hailun 
Hulan railway and for a time his 
troops operated in the very out- 
skirts of Harbin. Early in June, 
however, following the arrival of 
reinforcements from the Japanese 
divisions which had been on duty 
in Shanghai, the Japanese mado a 
determined attack and again drove 
General Ma to the north. A num- 
ber of his Heutenants were eaptured 
and the General was Inst reported 
a fugitive, attempting to make his 
way into Mongolian with hig curt 
loads of silver. One report fs that 
his agents alrendy have arranged 
with the mongol lamas to build a 
new lamasory far in the intorlor 
where tho general will mako his 


‘headquarters, maintaining his con- 


tacts with China through Urga and 
his Russian contacts through 
Sovict agents attached to the Mon- 
gol tribes.

Further evidence wan given before 
Mr. Fraser, at. the Kowloon Magi 
stracy yesterday afternoon, when th 
case was resumed in which five mem- 
bers of the crew of the China Navign 
tion Company’s Inunch Tai Koo Lay 
and two membera of the crew of the 
launch Hongkong Hotel are charger 
with larceny of coal from the former 
Inunch on-the evening of August 3. 


Mr. D. B. Evana wax for the pro- 
secution on behnif of the owner of 
the conl, Mr. Thomas Curry, of the 
Chinn Navigation Company, while 
Mr. M. A. da Stlvn ‘appeared for the 
first five defendants and Mr. Horace 
Lo for the other two. 


It will be reenlled that defendants 
were originally charged'in respect of 
one ton of conl, but at the Inat hear- 
ing the chnrge was amended to four 
baskets, as the prosecution intimated 
that they could only prove that four 
hasketa were found on the Hongkong 
Hotel Inunch when the Police visited 
the Tai Koo,Law and the Hongkong: 
Hotel craft, “which were moored to- 
mether nenr Murray Pier on the 
night of August 3 s 


At yesterday's proceedings, Detec- 
tive Sergeant Johnson, who was one 
of the party of Police who visited 
the two Inunches, corroborated the 
evidence of Inspector Elston given at 
tho last hearing. 


Kwok Ping, a clerk employed in 
the Chino Navigation Compuny's 
godown at North Point, testified that 
on July 19 he issued two tons of conl 
to the Tai Koo Law and another: two 
tons the next day. 


Cross-exnmined by Mr. Silva, wit- 
nesn snid ordinarily he issued conl 
after 6 p.m. only on_ instructions 
from the town office. These instruc-

ings, if coal wan wanted by the 
launches, no instructions from — the 
office were necessary. 

In anawer to another question by 
Mr. Silva, witness . said even — if 
Intnches ‘used more conl than was 
n vary, it was not his duty — to 
draw the attention of the Inunches 
or the office to. this.

The Greenland Administration 
to-day announced the death of the 
famous explorer, Mr. H. G. Wat- 
kins, who was leader of the Green- 
land air survey. : : 

He perished on August 20 os a 
result of a canoe accident.—Reuter, 

Mr. Watkins who was educated 
at Cambridge University, organis- 
ed, with other undergraduates In 
1927, an expedition to Edge Island 
in the Spitsbergen group. He went 
right acrogs the island, a perilous 
feat never performed before. With 
four compantons he had only gone a 
few miles inland when they wore 
marooned for five dnys by a for. 
At lost he and one of the others 
set out to try to determine their

ing hunger and other hardships, 
For months they were engaged in 
fighting their way back to the 
const and nfter killing some of their 
dogs to feed the rest’ had to drag 
one of the sledges for a long dls- 
tance. Their hunger became ao 
acute that they nearly decided to 
kill and cat one of the dogs. 

In July, 1930, Watkina headed an 
expedition to Greenland: to carry 


.; out a survey for the planning of an 


Arctic air route from England to 
Canada. His 14 companions were 
all young men, mostly from Cam- 
bridge University. “After setting 
‘up @ base near the const they spent: 
several weeks in exploring the ice. 
covered inland area rising to 7,000 
feet above sea-level. On the sum- 
mit they built a small hut as a 
weather observation Post. It was 
desired to obtain records of winter 
conditions there and Augustine 
Courtauld volunteered for the task.

“CONTRACT

The Bidding. 


At auction, South started the 
bidding with one diamond and at 
most tables one diamond was the 
final contract : 

At contract, South would bid 
one dinmond, Bast would — pass. 
South would now be justified in 
bidding either three no trump or 
three spades. In either’ case North 
would go back to diamonds and 
South would carry the contract 
to six diamonds. 

The Play. 

When the hand was played, 
West opened. his fourth best 
spade, which East’ won with the 
ace. East returned a trump, 
which the declarer won with the 
ace. : 

Declarer took three rounds of 
diamonds to pick up West's 
trump. Kast echoed in clubs, 
dropping the seven and the four. 


‘This practically marked the king 


of clubs for the declarer. 

Deelarer’s’ next play was to 
cash his king of spades, and here 
is where declarer must be careful 
—-he must not discard a heart 
from dummy, but should discard a 
club. 

He then Jed the jack of spades 
and when,West covered with the 
queen, it was trumped in dummy 
with the six of diamonds. And 
here is where the declarer must 
make the play known as the 


Vienna coup. He must lead his 


ace of clubs from dummy, de- 
liberately establishing — Enst’s 
king’ Now a smatt heart should 
be returned from dimmy and won 
by the declarer with the ace, The 
good spade is cashed and a club 
discarded from dummy. The two 
good diamonds are played—West 
diseards two clubs, dummy a club 


cand 2 heart. : 


Dummy is down to the king and 
seven of hearts. East drops one 
heart, but on-the last diamond he 
ig squeezed. If he drops his king 
of clubs, the declarer’s queen will 
be good, while if he plays the 
jack of hearts, the declarer. will 
lead the ten of hearts, win it in 


.{dummy with the king, thereby 


catching East's queen, and the 
seven of hearts will win the last 
trick. 

You will notice that if West 
had held any heart higher than 
the seven spol, the play could not 
have been made.

The Manchuria Problem. 


Many observers of the Man- 
churian situation at the time of 


‘Tthe Japanese seizure of its strate- 


sic (points and government ‘felt 
that there must exist some form 
of agreement between Japan and 
Russia. Russian interests in 
Manchuria ‘seemed too yreat for 
Moscow to look with entire indif- 
ference on the extension of Japan. 
ese authority, . Notwithstanding 
her interests, Russia did overlook 
the Japancee aggressions. The 
mouthpicee, [zrestia, 
oceasionally warned Japan 
against entrenching upen Russian 
interests, but nothing ‘came 
directly from the Russian Foreign 
Office in the way of protest: or 
even comment. White Russians 
explain this on the theory that 
any military effort to eheck Japan 
would mean sending great num- 
bers of troops to the Manchurian 
end of the Siberian Railway, and 
the Soviet Government is not 
strong enough at home to risk 
depleting ’ its military forces 
around Moscow and Leningvad. 
This always seemed doubtful, as 
whatever there is of organised op- 
position to the Sovict Government 
is outside Russia rather than 
within. The latter fact is becom- 
ing more apparent and may very 
sertously complicate the Far East- 
ern situation. Northern © Man- 
churia and the adjacent provinces 
are full of White ‘ Russians. 
These exiles have been organizing 
White armies for the purpose of

Siberia to start a revolt against 
Soviet authority.

HILDREN ‘are quick” to See 
peculiarities in thoir elders, 
and since they come into dally 
contact with thelr teachers, these 
latter generally, although uncon- 
sciously, supply their pupils with 
some material of which the young- 
sters make full use in adding to 
their study of thelr mentors.

LEADER OF GREENLAND 
AIR SURVEY 


: Copenhagen, Aug. 24. 

The Greenland Administration 
to-day. announced the death of the 
famous‘ explorer, Mr. H. G. Wat- 
kins, who was leader of the Green- 
land alr survey, 

He perished on August 20 og a 
result of a canoe accldent.—Reuter. 

Mr. Watkins who was educated 
at Cambridge University, organis- 
ed, with other undergraduates in 
1927, an expedition to Edge Island 
in the Spitsbergen group. He. went 
right across the island, a perilous 
fent nover performed before, With 
four companions he had only gone a 
few miles inland when they wore 
marooned for five days by a fog. 
At last he and one of the others 
set out to try to determine thelr 
position, but: a blizzard cut them 
‘off from the rest of the party for 
36 hours, on 

One of his discoveries was that 
the island was subject to a gradual 
uplift, resulting in the formation 
of cinyons 250 feet deep. For his 
work on this expedition he was 
awarded the Cuthbery Peek grant 
of the Royal Geographical Socicty. 
In 1928 with two companions Wat- 
kins went exploring in Labrador. 
They spent a year there, experienc- 
ing hunger and other hardships. 
For months they were engaged in 
fighting’ their way back to the 
coast and after killing some of their 
dogs to feed the rest had to drag 


one of the sledges for a long dls-. 


tance. Thelr hunger became so 
acute that they nearly decided to 
kill and ent one of the dogs. 

In July, 1930, Watkins headed an 
expedition to Greenland to carry 
out a survey for the planning of an 
Arctic alr route from England to 
Cannda.. His 14 companions were 
lati young men, mostly from Cam- 
bridge University. “After setting 
up a base near the const they spent 
neveral weeks in exploring the ice- 
covered inland area rising to 7,000 
feet above sea-level. On the sum- 
mit they built a small 
weather observation post. It was 
desired to obtain records of winter 
conditions there and Augustine 
Courtauld volunteered for the task. 

Watkins raised objections, but,

his way and, leaving him there in 
December promised to relieve him 
in February.
